tables and s.ilarls nt nil seasons of tlio ycr.r 
and receive cnsh when "vvo nmrl:tit our ti-uck. 
To do tijitop a pmler. ought to contain from 
five to eight acres, but u neighbor of mine 
cleared ?-J,000 lait 3'car oil of two acres, a 
third of which is covered with glass. 
By 


glass I mean hot bods. This Is tho Lost pay- 
ing part of tho work, as it is by tho USD of 
hot beds that we arc enabled to work tho 
year round. About 100 glass frames, SiO feet 
in. sizo, can bo placed on a city lot, with 
plenty of spuco to pass liotwoen tho rows. 
There aru sixteen city lots on. an aero. Tho 
spnce undor a single frame call bo worked so 
as to pay a profit of J3 clear of all oxpense of 
rent, labor and marlceting. Ficuro this up 
and you Tvill yco how easily njy neighbor 
could bavo made his J4,000. It requires con- 
stant labor, especially in tho winter, when wo 
have to cover up our beds with mats of hay 
to protect tho plants from frost. But threo 
men would bo help enough, to care for an 
acre of glass properly, 


"Oil, yes," ho continued, "there is somo stuff 


that we havo considerable trouble in raising. 
For instance, wo haven't boon able to get 
good spinach in several years. Thi.s is owing 
to the fact that sinco tho cows were driven 
out of the city wo bavo had to depend on 
horse manure for fertilizing purj>osos, which 
wo obtain in large quantities from the brew- 
eries. This ia excellent or. ivet land and for 
forcing plants in hotbeds, but it is too coarse 
nnd dry for general field uso. Worked over 
for a couple of years into a compost it is 
nearly as good as cow manuro. Tho latter wo 
consider tho best natural fertilizer wo can 


uso, 
and prefer it oven to gimno, which is 


largely adulterated. It U stronger, and re- 
tains its strength tho longost, keeping the soil 
moist and cool. 


"Kont ? Kent is all the way from nothing 


up to S5 per city lot for a year. This mal:es 
$SO an acre, about ton times what ordinari" 
farms rent for. 
After tho owner gives r.otico 


that ho wants his land for building purposes 
wo pay no rent; then he can take possession 
in thirty days. If wo paid ho would havo to 
wait a year. That gardener across tho way 
has paid no vent for two years. 


Another gardener said ho had worked his 


ten aero farm for twenty-eight yeare, but did 
not expect to'stay on the place more than five 
years longer, there was so muc.-h building go- 
ing on. He believed ho would livo to see the 
time when the gardeners would bo driven en- 
tirely out of the city.—New Tori; Sun.

If the rat shows fight atoll theferret 
goes zipp and tho rat'fl done for; his-head's 
gone and his blood sucked. 
Rats will do 


fur.ny things to get away," ho continued. 
"Ono dap a drove ran out of ft collar wo were 
huntin'and wo couldn't find them until wo 
dug them out of a sand pile, where they had 
hid"—seventeen of 'em. You see the dogs tell 
us where they are; then we spread the nets to 
prevent them ruuning too far, ai:d ^)ut tho 
ferrets in on them. Then there is u scajuper. 
When many come out at or.o time it is lively 
for a while. 


"I've had to do with rats for a long time 


now," 
ho continued, "and bavo got to know 


them pretty well. They're an interesting 
family, from the miller's rat with powdered 
hair, who sits liko a judge on a meal sack, 
to tho piratical wharf rat, famous for his rak- 
ishnoss and his immense sizo; or the slimy 
sower rat that lives 0:1 tho refuse of tho city. 
This lost fellow is tho only ono I could ever 
see might be of somo service. Ho may work 
for his board as a scavenger. At all events, 
he don't cat anything that anybody else 
wanta. Tho church mouse is rated as tbe 
most starved out varmint in tho world, but I 
never could see what a theatre rat got to eat.
